Oospor, dean of the OoUsfs of Agri- 
culture of the University, dlseuss the 
uniform seed law passed by the 
house last week The bill uppro|)ri- 
ates $7,000 to tlif department of 
anriculture to puiilia.se the seeds 
and $3,000 tii tlie experiment sta- 
tion to test them Mr. Bright asked 
the rules committee nut to change 
the bill, and Dr. Cooper asked that 
the entire fund be administered by 
the experiment station.

ProTlslons of the bill Ht that OM 
student from each eooBtsr of tbe 
state shall enter the inatttOtlea MMta 
year and upon firaduatlon will re- 
turn to his home county and prac- 
tice medicine there for a specified 
number of yours Tlie bill seemingly 
resulted from a st\i(iy of the means 
of aiding mountain counties of Ken- 
tucky In which there is a scarcity 
of doeton. 

President McVey's criticism was 
based upon three pwlnts: 

First— Location; second— There is 
not a shortage of doctors in Ken- 
tucky but only an uneven distribu- 
tion; third— The theory that the 
school wlU remedy t his sltuatloo o r 

its aeeeptanee of students can be 

enforced. 

In regard to the first point Dr. 
McVey said, "at Na.shville. just south 
of Bowling Oreen. is one of the best 
medical schools in the country. At 
Louisville, directly north of Bowling 
Oreen Is aaoOMr leadlBt aadlBal 
school" There are three eaaentlal 
"legs" upon which a successful 
medical school must rest: the medi- 
cal school, the university, and the 
hospital. Dr. McVey .showed that 
Lexington is the best suited loca- 
tion for the school when these three 
points or aHiaMalB an* oaMMsred. 

The TMrertftjr, vMah has large 
departments of nliwilltll, physics, 
hygiene, physilogy, mtaur, bacter- 
ilolgy and psychology, would be the 
location which would require the 
least effort and money for estab- 
lishing a medical school if adequate 
aniropriations or funds were pro- 
vided. 

"The University of Kentucky is 
ready to establish a school of med- 
icine with associated hospitals when 

I funds are available. It has assumed. 
I perhaps wrongly, that the .state is 
not ready to undertake .so great a 
task at this time and lias therefore 
refrained from asknie for money for 
this purpose. It, however, has plans 
' and data, as well as departments of ; 
instruction, which can be developed I 
I in a short time into a medical 
I school," said Dr. McVey. j 
I President McVey pointed out that 
there arc 16 counties in Kentucky 
that are suffering from a lack of 
physicians. This cannot be remedied 
by the establishing of "a school of 
medicine which cannot give train- 
ing equal to that of tbe best 
Mtaoto." U» alM alatai that the 
provl i loa s of the propoaed bm would 
be difficult to enforce In regard to 
the question of practicing in these 
counties where medical men are 
searcest. 

In conclusion Dr. McVey said that 
"after all, the basis of such dif- 
ficulties that exlat must be not by 
the building of roads and providing 
money for the support of a school of 
madid ns. Hie State of Kentucky 
cannot afford to set up a medical 
school that will not meet the re- 
quirements of modern training and 
make it possible for students, after 
graduation, to be recognized by the 
state board of medical examiners in 
any state of the union, and it can- 
not afford to set up a school that 
would not have adequate provision 
for instruction on the modem basis."
